The address of welcome was deliv- 
ered by Hon. John M. Reynolds, 
which was responded to by Rev. Ellis 
B. Davidson, pastor of the Riddles- 
burg M. E. Church. 
Rev. Davidson 
is a son of Mrs. Ada C..Davidson of 
Bedford and his address was highly 
appreciated. His very able discourse 
is given in full below.

was then given by .the band, .and 
the meeting adjourned for dinner.

Rev. Davidson's Address 


Mr. Chairman, 
Gentlemen of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, and 
Fellow Citizens: 
The years as they come and go 
bring many changes. Things "which 
we had never dreamed of in youth, 
come to pass in more mature years. 
Many times as a small boy I sat in 
this very room, on occasions such as 
this, and others of somewhat similar 
nature, listening to the eloquent 
words of speakers from both far and 
near. It was always my custom on 
Memorial Day to bring flowers to the 
Court House, engage in the exercises 
here, and then march out to yonder 
city of the dead, and decorate the 
graves of our departed heroes. 
A 
beautiful custom and an impressive 
one it wasL and it pains me to think 
that it is being largely done away 
with here and elsewhere. 
I appreci- 
ate the fact that this generation in 
which we live is a busy one. I real- 
ize that under existing social and eco- 
nomic conditions we simply cannot be 
lethargic if we are to gain a liveli- 
hood'. But to the most of us there is 
granted one day of rest out of seven; 
the most of us have a week, or ten 
days; or two weeks vacation out of 
every year, and the most of us are 
none the poorer for that. 
And it 
does seem to me that if we as indi- 
vidual persons can thus set aside days 
for our own use, and not be impover- 
ished thereby, we ought to be able 
as individual citizens to set aside at 
least one day out of every year as a 
fitting memorial to our departed sol- 
diers'. But I am forgetting myself. I 
was hot invited to make a Memorial 
Day address. 


In the days, now gone forever, to 
which I have just referred, I never 
had the slightest idea that I should 
ever stand upon this rostrum and 
•speak t-o my fellow citizens. I deeply 
appreciate the honor thus conferred 
upon me in being invited here to ad- 
dress this reunion of the men of the 
Grand Army. But I am embarrassed; 
not because of the presence of this 
audience, for as a Christian minister 


• I am constantly called upon to face 
people; nor is it because of the lack 
of something to say, for an occasion 
such as this would surely inspire one 
with a message; but I am embar- 
rassed because I know there are so 
many here who are better qualified 
to speak, than I, at such a time as 
this. 
1^ refer to the men who com- 
pose the Grand Army of the Republic. 
I have not come here to recite at 
length the brave deeds of our sol- 
diers. 
The story of their sacrifice, 
their bravery, and their consecration 
to duty is familiar to every school 
boy. 
Volumes have been written on 
these subjects; volumes more spoken, 
and still the final word has not been 
uttered. It is really needless to mul- 
tiply words. 
Emerson said, "What

But while this is true, we are being 
constantly menaced by another evil, 
which, for want of another name, we 
may call Partisanship. It places, or 
attempts to place, a political party or 
clique above the national welfare, 
which was exactly the hidden doc- 
trine of "state's rights."

PO ULTRY-BREED1NG 


Community Poultry-Breeding AVork 


Started in Virginia—County Higli 


School Club Distributes Pure- 


bred Eggs. 


The SO members of the Middle- 


town, Virginia, county high school 
poultry club have shipped 1,500 set- 
tings of purebred Barred Plymouth 
Rock eggs so far this season. 
The 


club represents a new idea in poultry 
work—community poultry breeding. 
It offers great opportunities for im- 
provement of poultry stock,' as well 
as the marketing of poultry and eggs, 
and can easily be adopted by many of 
the schools teaching agricultural sub- 
jects. 
A single flock of about 30 


purebred Plymouth Rocks forms a 
nucleus for the distribution through- 
out the district of eggs for hatching. 
The students have formed a poultry 
club, and are furnished eggs from 
these purebred fowls. 
But the stu- 


dents are not the only ones to benefit 
from the flock. Their parents and 
anyone within the county can obtain 
a setting of eggs for hatching, in pay- 
ment for which they return in the 
fall one of the chickens hatched from 
the eggs. The members af the club 
and other individuals who 'obtain 
eggs to start raising purebred stock, 
however, have to pledge themselves 
to hatch eggs from this source only. 
Thus from this single flock there is 
built up in the community practically 
one purebred strain of poultry. 


The care of the poultry is part of 


the schoolhouse janitor's work, and 
thus the poultry is systematically 
cared for by one attendant rather 
than under a hit-or-miss plan where 
a number of school children "try 
their hand" at feeding the fowls. 


Two male birds are kept with the 


30 hens only during the breeding 
season, and eggs are sold in the open 
market whe.n not sold to club mem- 
ers or individuals for setting. 
To 


prevent 
inbreeding, however, the 


roosters-of a different strain may be 
substituted each spring. One of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture's specialists will this fall visit 
the school and farms in the vicinity 
of Middletown, and help select th« 
best poultry for breeding purposes. 
These breeders will be retained on 
the farms on which they were grown, 
and thus the farmer or school child 
who has once obtained a setting of 
eggs will not need again to apply at 
the school for more. 


The school 'club members are very 
enthusiastic about their work and at 
the fall and winter shows carry off 
most of the prizes. 
At the first egg 
show held last yea'r, some 50 dozen 
eggs were exhibited and the student 
competition was keen. Another show 
was held this year in May. 


A schoolhouse also may be made 


the center for collecting eggs fresh 
from any part of the country within 
a fair distance, as the school children 
come daily to the school, and can 
easily bring the fresh eggs with them. 
These eggs can be marketed in the 
city and bring special prices, because 
thev can be guaranteed as strictly 
fresh. 
The poultry club in addition af- 


fords a chance to exchange breeding 
fowls and to introduce new blood in- 
to the flocks. It also provides a vaju- 
able outlet for the energies of the 
young folks who are interested in 
things pertaining to the farm.

For Root Maggots of Cabbage, Rad- 


ish, Onions, Etc. 


Among the heavy correspondence 


of State Zoologist H. A. Surface, 
Harrisburg, no topic is more fre- 
quently the subject of inquiry than 
that of the destruction of Root worms 
or Root maggots in cabbage, cauli- 
flower, radishes, currants, onions, etc. 
The reply to a recent communication 
on this subject was as follows: 


"The latest and best stunt in this 


regard is to kill the winged flies by 
sprinkling sweet and poisoned wa- 
ter on the leaves of plants that are 
liable to become infested. 
Use an 


ounce of arsenate of lead in each 
gallon of water, and in this put a 
pint of strong black molasses. 
Stir 


it well together and dip a whisk or 
broom in it and throw it over the 
leaves of plants so that it falls on 
them. The flies, which lay the eggs 
from which the larvae of root mag- 
gots develop, will find these sweet 
poisoned drops and eat them and be 
killed. This works better than to at- 
tempt to apply the liquid through a 
spray pump, which divides it into 
such a fine spray that it dries on the 
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leaves too soon to be effective. 


"In setting out your caboage plants 


it is advisable to make a disc of sin- 
gle ply tar paper or good pasteboard, 
making it about the size of a man's 
hand. Put a small hole through the 
middle of it, and split it from one 
side to the hole. After the plants are 
set in the ground slip a pad around 
each like a collar, so as to enclose 
it on all sides, and the plant stands 
through the hole. 
This keeps the 
larvae or maggots from going down 
to the roots. 


"It is well to stimulate the growth 


of the plants by nitrate of soda and 
by good cultivation, as this will bet- 
ter overcome the effects of such pests. 
The flies can be repelled by mixing a 
quart of kerosene oil into a peck of 
sand and sprinkling this around the 
plants that are to be protected. You 
will find no satisfaction from the use 
of lime water. 
In some important 


extensive field experiments we found 
that we could kill the maggots on the 
roots of plants by the use of carbolic 
emulsion. We have published a bul- 
letin on this subject which, while it 
lasts, will be sent free to any person 
wanting it,"

CHEATIXG AT EXAMINATIONS 


THE TEACHERS' PENSION MOVE 


MENT 


It is perhaps not generally realized 


.how much is now being done to pro- 
•vide for the old age of teachers. The 
Carnegie Foundation for the Ad- 
vancement of Teaching made its an- 
nual report the past week, showing 
nearly $700,000 paid for pensions for 
college professors. But this is only 
one phase of the movement. Twelve 
States now have a general public 
school teachers' pension law, and 14 
have one applicable to the larger 
towns and cities. 


The effect of this idea, new in the 


United States, is becoming far-reach- 
ing, though it may not draw a great 
many young people into the profes- 
sion. To girls at the graduation age, 
"the term of service required for a 
pension looks long, and matrimony 
looms large. 


But after a young woman has been 


teaching for four or five years, she 
"begins to find the sharp limitations of 
"her employment, looked at from the 
"business viewpoint. With the grow- 
ing independence of the sex, there 
are a great many girls today who are 
not thinking seriously of marriage. 
Their first aim is a dependable life- 
work. A long career as a teacher at 
low pay and with many expenses 
looks less and less attractive as the 
Shears go by. There is no chance to 
secure a reserve for old age. 


Hence many of them find their way 


Into other employments. They find 
more attractive opportunities in busi- 
ness ventures of their own, as private 
secretaries, etc., and some are going 
into farming. 


Realizing the growing scarcity of 


good teachers, and to hold in their 
positions many young women who 
otherwise would quit for more highly 
rewarded fields, the teachers' pension 
movement has grown rapidly. 
It 


must tend to concentrate good teach- 
ers in the larger cities and in States 
that provide this highly desirable in- 
centive. 
Small places and States 


without a pension system find that 
their schools are considered too much 
as a place to "try it on the dog " 
The more gifted girls are apt to work 
there only until they reach a place 
where the teachers serMce is more 
highly valued.

flavor. Formerly one used to hear a 
great deal about cheating at exami- 
nations. 
The old boys' books were 


full of the young sharpers who used 
to note down important information 
on their cuffs, or conceal translations 
to be copied during the examination 
period. 


It seems as if less were heard to- 


day as to cheating at college exams. 
This may possibly be because these 
tests are not relied upon as much as 
formerly. 
Educational authorities 


recognize that the class room work 
from day to day is a better test than 
periodical scrimmages with lists of 
questions. 


Perhaps also college students are 


;rasping the fact that cheating at ex- 
aminations is pretty stupid business. 
The ambitious student is anxious to 
find out his own defects. He dislikes 
o pass on, leaving some important 
ubject unconquered. 


Also the character of examinations 
as changed a good deal. Formerly 
here was more memory work. The 
ackward student would cram for 
ome clays previous to the test. If he 
ad a good memory, he might be able 


to stuff his head so full of names 
and dates that he could get by, and 
cover up neglect of work for a term. 
The temptation was strong to assist 
his memory by concealing notes about 
his person. 


Today a pupil is asked not so much 


to repeat facts, as to give his ideas. 
To have any ideas, he must have at- 
tended to his lessons and lectures 
The student who is asked to write out 
an opinioa of the classical author he 
has been studying is not benefited by 
smuggling "ponies" into the class 
room. 


If any students at the naval acad- 


emy are proven guilty of such dis- 
honorable irregularities, they are 
playing an ancient and discredited 
game, that hurts the student far 
more than anyone else.

PEXNA. TO HAVE GREAT CROPi 


Despite Weather and Pests Wheat Is 
Better and Cora Showing Promise. 


Pennsylvania is going to have a 
better corn crop than a wheat crop 
this year, according to information 
that has been received by the state 
department of agriculture, bureau 
of statistics. The reports received up 
to June 1 indicate that the condition 
of the corn crop as compared with 
June 1 in the last ten years is 104 
per cent. This means that it is bet- 
ter than usual and it is estimated 
that the acreage given to corn was 
1,521,520 against 1,312,000 acres 
given to wheat. 
Franklin County was the -first 
county in the State to start planting 
corn this year, the first grains being 
put in before April 30. Wayne Coun- 
,ty was the last. The northern tier 
did not start planting until about 
May 15. The corn crop reports gen- 
erally are excellent. 


While the wheat crop is reported 
as 92 per cent, of an average and 
one per cent, of,the area sown last 
Fall is reported as having been plow- 
ed down, is a marked improvement 
over April 1, and it is believed that 
it will show about 15.3 bushels to-the! 
acre, which would mean approxi- 
mately 20,000,000 bushels or 4,000,- 
000 less than last year, provided 
weather and flies do not cause further 
damage. Rye is 94 per cent, as com- 
pared with average, and the acreage 
is 271,600, but the condition of oats 
is nearly up to par. 
Estimates are 
that over 32,000,000 bushels of oats 
will be raised.

Stony Soils and Orchards 


A stony loam is often recommend- 


ed as a desirable fruit soil, but stones 
are advantageous only in that they 
may help a soil that is too heavy or 
clayey or too impervious, by making 
it somewhat, more pervious to water. 
The fact that a soil is stony does not 
necessarily imply that it is produc- 
tive 
If apples are to be grown with 


profit, and competition is keen, the 
soil must be productive or at least 
capable of being brought to a pro- 
ductive state and so maintained 
Much of the current belief that 
"stony" soils possess some peculiar 
advantage for orchard fruits has un- 
doubtedly arisen from the success of 
many orchards located on stony hills.

praise and then with evil is contrary 
to reason and to God's commands. 
David recognized that the heart is the 
source of "wicked works," and prayed 
that he be not even "inclined" to 
them (Matt. 6:13; Jam. 1:13). If he 
"keeps the door" we have a safe guard 
Ps. 127:1). 


III. Position. "Let him reprove me" 


vv. 5-7. "Faithful are the wounds of 
a friend." 
This seems to be the po- 


sition David desired to occupy, one 
that would be "a kindness" to him. 
Such correction is as sweet oil. Oil 
is healing and soothing and here sym- 
bolizes the healing effect of correc- 
tion. 
Fools hate reproof, wise men 


plead for it. David not only welcomed 
wisdom but (see R. V.) promises to 
pray for such friends when calamities 
come upon them and in the time when 
they are overcome by wickedness. 
When such are cast down by the rocky 
roadside "they shall hear my words," 
sa>s David, and they will be sweet. 
The psalmist's experience, when hunt- 
ed as a partridge, taught him how to 
appreciate the petitions of Jonathan, 
—his friend, whose words to him were 
"sweet." 
A careful reading of verse 


seven reveals David's dire extremity 
(see Am. R. V.). 
Death stared him 


in the face. His soul was torn as "one 
ploweth and cleaveth the earth." 


IV. Protection. "In thee do I put my 


trust" (R. V.). 
Though thus brought 


low David knew where to turn, and 
one to whom he could look. 
The 


church of Christ needs to look to 
God, to become like him. It needs the 
transforming, encouraging, energizing 
vision. David is now taking his eyes 
off the difficulties and fixing them on 
the one who 'enables him to over- 
come.

volume of heavy traffic demand and 
justify it. 
The amount of money 


really required to convert a bad dirt 
road into a good dirt road by the use 
of modern* road equipment is astonish- 
ingly small. 


Where the roads from the farm to 


the railway station are partly bad dirt 
roads, partly good dirt roads and part- 
ly rock, concrete or macadam roads, 
the farmer must gauge his load not 
by the good dirt road, not by the good 
macadam road over which he passes 
a part OL the distance, but by the bad 
dirt road he must travel. What we 
should do is to improve the road, 
gauging the load the producer must 
haul. If he has to struggle with bad 
dirt roads, he is the man we wish to 
serve. These roads are the arteries 
of the commerce of the soil, and our 
very life, credit, prosperity, education, 
church and future interests depend up- 
on them. 


The closer we place the producer to 


the markets the lower will be our cost 
of living. The roads which serve the 
producers today are the dirt roads, 
roads of the people, roads reaching ev- 
ery community, and 50 years from 
now the great majority of the roads 
serving the producers will -still be dirt 
roads. 
We must deal with things

Best Rotations to Use 


While no recommendations can be 


given that will apply to all situations 
and soil types, a typical rotation that 
can be modified to fit any condition 
is suggested. For land 'infested with 
both wilt and root-knot the following 
treatment has been successfully used 
by many faimers- 
Beginning m the 


fall, sow winter oats if they can be 
gotten in early enough to make a 
fairly good growth before it is neces- 
sary to plow the land for the next 
crop. Plow the oats under for green 
manure and plant corn with Iron or 
Brabham cowpeas between the rows, 
putting in the corn at the usual time, 
about March 15 to 20 for middle 
Georgia and South Carolina. ^ In the 
fall sow a winter gram; this can be 
»cut for hay or allowed to ripen. Cow- 
peas, either the Iron of Brabham va- 
riety, may then be broadcasted or, 
better, planted in 2-foot drills, where 
they can be cultivated once or twice. 
The cowpeas may be saved for seed 
or cut for hay and followed by anoth- 
er crop of winter grain. This should 
be plowed under in the spring in 
time to plant a wilt-resistant variety 
of cotton the third year 
Wheat, rye, 


or barley may be substituted for oats 
as a winter-grain crop, and velvet 
beans for the lion or Brabham cow- 
peas in the more southern districts 
| Any of the other immune crops in- 
. eluded in the list may be used in the

When the injuiy is as se- 
vere as this, however, it is usually 
more profitable to practice a 2-year 
or 3-year rotation

June 23 


The Woman's Liberty Bell, which 


will proclaim the enfranchisement of 
the women of Pennsylvania when the 
vote on the suffrage amendment has 
been counted on November 2, will 
start on a tour oi the State, mounted 
upon a motor-truck, on Wednesday, 
June 23 
It will start from Sayre. 


Bradford County, after appropriate 
ceremonies, and will zigzag back and 
forth 
across 
the 
State, 
passing 


through every county and visiting 
practically every town before it final- 
ly arrives in Independence Square, 
Philadelphia, on election night. 


It had been planned to start the 


Bell on its tour about May 15 but it 
was found that a special truck had 
to be ordered for it and this delayed 
matters 


From Sayre the route will be west 
through all the Northern counties, 
Bradford, Tioga, Potter, McKean 
and Warren, then 
down through 


the 
Western 
tier, 
Crawford, 
Mercer, Lawrence, Beaver and Alle- 
gheny, spending a day in each and 
resting on Sundays, so that the bell 
will be in Pittsburgh for the great 
Fourth of July suffrage demonstra- 
tion 


The route will be from county seat 


to county seat, taking in as many of 
the smaller towns as possible.

bell in 1915 the message which the 
original Liberty Bell proclaimed for 
men in 1776. 


Because the message is^ the same, 


the women had their bell made as an 
exact duplicate of the original bell 
It is made "of 2,000 pounds of the 
finest bronze and is exactly the same 
size and shape as the old bell 
It 


bears the same inscription, "Proclaim 
Liberty Throughout The Land To All 
The Inhabitants Thereof." 
The ab- 


sence of the crack and the addition 
of its motto "Establish Justice," are' 
the only two things by which it can' 
be distinguished from the national 
relic
